There were threats of people 
coming to Washington and dying on the Capitol steps, etc. Nothing 
came of this, since the really sick patients were placed in appropriate 
settings, and the others went to settings that were less convenient, 
but much, much more cost effective for the taxpayer. 


The person writing the letter would be referring to a patient at Home 
Intensive Care, Inc. The amount of anger over this issue is such that 
I personally would view this letter as serious.

On August 18, 1970, a first confidential 
source, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised as follows: 


An Ohio Valley Regional Coalition Conference 
(OVRCC) sponsored by the Peace and Freedom Center (PFC) 
was held on the campus of the University of Pittsburgh, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, commencing at 8:00 PM, August 14, 
1970, and terminating at 3:00 PM, August 16, 1970. 


The PFC is characterized in the Appendix 
attached hereto. 


The OVRCC, which was attended by about eighty 
individuals, was an outgrowth of the Emergency—Strategy 
Action Conference held in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, June 25-26, 
1970, and sponsored by the New Mobilization Committee to 
End the War in Vietnam (NMC). 


The NMC is described as a national 
steering organization which specializes 
in the formation of local ang national 
anti-war protest and demonstration 
activities through a coalition of local 
anti-Vietnam war and draft groups 
throughout the nation. 


OVRCC was known at the Strategy Action Conference 
as the Midwest Regional Conference, and currently includes

The August 7, 1970, issue of the “Minnesota Daily, 
official student publication of the University of Minnesota, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, contains an article captioned "Group 
says America's stand main obstacle at Pais talks." ‘The 
axticle goes on to state that the People's Commission of 
Inquiry Into the Solution of the War in Vietnam presented its 
findings to an eudience in the Coffman Union of the University 
of Minnesota on August 4, 1970. . 


The article states that a grow» of approximately - 
thirty individu: ls went to Paris, France, with a two-fold 
goal of discuss:ng “why the official negotiations have so 
far been fruitless and on what basis a peaceful negotiated 
settlement to the Vietnam war is possibl:." The article 
states that the group spent three days in Paris and met the 
delegations of hoth the Provisional Revolutionary Government 
of south Vietnan and of the Democratic Republic of South 
Vietnain. 


With slides and tape recording; the group presented 
answers of the Vietnamese to questions concerning American 
withdrawal, the political settlement, th: possibilities of a 
postewar bloodbi.th, the persecution of m.norities and the 
effects of American presence in Vietnam. 


The group claimed that the American refusal to 
agree to total withdrawal from Viet Nam i.¢ the major stumbling 
block preventince the peace settlement compatible with the 
interests and high ideais of the American people. In this 
article, University of Minnesota sophomove student Mary Hoidal 
said that the idea for the group's mission to Paris, France, 
came from the head of a University of Minnesota instructor 
while this instructor worked with Commnity Action Groups 
d@uring the spring student-faculty strike. 


The June 30, 1970, issue of the “Minneapolis Tribune” 
contained an article captioned “Citizen Group Completes Bunt 
for War Facts," datelined Paris, France. The article stated 
that a group of thirty ordinary American citizens who favor 
an end to the Vietnam War through total and rapid American 
military withdrawal completed a three-day fact-finding mission 
in Paris with almost all their facts gathered from the 
Communist side.

The group, most of whose membexs came from Minnesota, 
spent hours in exhaustive questioning of the North Vietnamese 
and the Southern Communist (Viet Cong) delegations at the 
peace conference. The article went on to say that although 
a preliminary statement said that a primixry purpose of the 
trip was to discover why the peace negotiations were thus’ 
fay fruitless, the group apparently Had 10 plans to consult 
with the U. S. celegation pefore it Left Paris. 


A meeting with the Chief Amerizan delegate, Philip 

Habib, finally vas arranged by an outsid? observer but it took 
place after the group held a news confer:nce. The article 
went on to state: that the group had conciuded that there was 
a’ solution that was compatible with the interests and high 
ideals ef the Anerican people. A group spokesman said the 

bag S@ were ready te negetiate the aonditions of safety 
under which the U. S. would effect withd-tawal of its and 
ailied foreign forces from South Vietnam n within a six-month 
period. 


The group members recorded on’ :ape the answers given 
te their questicns and its spokesmen wer: reluctant to go into 
detail: for they had put on paper the exazt wording of what the 
North Vietnamese and their allies said. The group announced 
its intention of asking for an appointment with President 
Nixon to apprise him of its findings. 


The group contended that while the American position 
was Well known in the U. Se, almost nothing was known of the 
attitudes of organization of the other side. 


B spokesman of the group declared that the provig 
sional revolutionary government represem:ing the Southern 
Communist National Liberation Front was the only one to have 
presented a peace plan at the conference,

Reference was made to the ten~soint program intro~ 
duced in May of last year, with the backing of North Vietnam, 
which called essentially for U. S. withdrawal and its aban= 
donment of the Saigon regime in favor of a coalition that 
would hold elections. The article went on to state that a 
reporter said that the Saigon Government had aiso introduced 
a@ peace plan which calls for elections uader the supervision 
of an electoral commission in which the Giberation Front would 
participate. 


The article said that the idea fox the mission to 
Paris began among students at the University of Minnesota who 
struck after American entry into Cambodia. More than $18,000 
was raised from private sources, includiag farmers, a banker, 
a labor union official, a-dentist, a doctor, and a $5,000 
loan, from a Minneapolis bank. 


The article ended with a commeat that although the 
group brought their own sandwiches, the /imericans were given 
lunch and dinnes: by the delegation at its suburban headquarters 
in Paris. :

Tenants! Help - Case History #1 - Repairs 


PATU received a call from a family in South Palo Alto whose 
toilet leaked. Though the landlord had been contacted many 
times, the latter had stalled and delayed making the repairs for 
many weeks. After talking with us, the family wrote the land- 
lord advising him that they had been in touch with the Tenants! 
Union and that they intended to use Section 1942 of the State 
Civil Code (which states one month's rent can be withheld to 
make needed repairs) as was within their rights. Within a few 
days, the toilet was repaired. 


This sort of problem is faced by many tenants. Few know that 
their legal rights put a solution often within easy reach.

SANCTUARY 


At.Q A.M, Friday, January 2ist, two men ~ one a Navy investi- 
gator, one a Federal marshall - entered the chapel of St. Ann's 
Roman Catholic Church in Palo Alto and apprehended Richard Larson, 
Over fifty community supporters witnessed the apprehension of 
Larson, a crewman for the carrier Midway, who was in sanctuary 
in the church, The struggle that led Ric Larson to take this 
public stand is the struggle of one man's cohscience over his 
complicity in the Viet Nam war. 

Richard Larson; a native of Detroit, Hichigan, joined the 
Navy to “see the world." He did not bargain for seeing twenty- 
four hour bombing raids of Viet Nam, While the President sald 
the war was winding down, the Midway and other ships were send 
planes over North and South Viet Nam, Laos and Cambodia. Ric 
spent nights on the ship Gvyeliling on the terrible destruction 
and killing. He thought of the preciousness of human life- 
of the pointless waste of life in wars. When the Midway returned 
to Oakland for repairs in preparation for going back to Viet % 
Ric, knowing he could not continue the war, sought sanctuary 

Over thirteen churches in the San Francisco region fer 
Bay Area Sanctuary Caucus for any military person whose cons 
will not permit him to participate in military action. Three 
churches in Falo Alto offered sanctuary to Ric - one Catholic, 
ene Presbyterian, one Quaker. But sanctuary is not the act cf 
refuge in a particular buiding; it is a community of peopte, 
This community provided Ric with food, shelter, counselling, 
and, above all, friendship. They supported his decision to «& 
the Government's right to force him to bear arms. They provided 
him with a public platform from which he could, with witnesses, 
voice his conscience to other servicemen, leaders of the militar: 
and the people of this nation. 

Ric knew the Navy would probably apprehend him. He said, 

"But this is the chance I must take, because it is the strongest 
way I know to express what I believe. "The Navy acted as expected. 
Ric is currently in the brig for thirty days. He also was 

reduced in vank and fines $190. 

Communities of sympathizers wait in cities other than Palo 
Alto to vear witness to these struggles of conscience. They 
wait, not to encourage men to desert their ships, but to provide 
physical and moral support in times of crisis. They encourages 
the belief that a man who has served the Armed Forces honorably 
in the past, coming to a decision that war is wrong, deserves 
to receive an honorable discharge. In a letter to Ric, the 
sanctuary churches of Palo Alto said, "we ourselves were given 
strength by seeing that you refused to back down even an inch 
from the strong stand you had taken. -against war,..AS long as you 
are in prison, so are we all."

‘The case has been a bitter struggle between 
the rights of private property verses the First Ammendment right of the 
people. A Faculty Advisory Board, made up of seven full professors, voted 
5 to 2 in favor of the rights of private property. 

The firing has however sparked a movement on the Stanford campus called 
the Stanford Rehabilitation Movement(the Advisory Board had sadly noted that 
Franklin could never be "rehabilitated") which aims to “Rehire Bruce" and 
get "Stanford out of theWar", A number of sit-ins, mill-ins, classroom 
disruptions and confrontations with the police have occurred thus far. The 
movement appears to be gaining steam as more and more students find that they 
are completely disenfranchised by Stanford's administration. 

A number of people from the surrounding communities have been active in 
the Rehabilitation Movement, including members of PATU. The old fear of 
“outside agitators" seems to have died as more and more people on the campus 
have come to understand that Stanford's decisions directly effect the lives 
of people who live in Palo Alto, Menlo Park; Redwood City, Mt. View, East 
Palo Alto and Sunnyvale. Community participation in the SRM has flowed out of 
people's understanding thet Rrnce Franklin has fought against Stanford's 
continual oppression of the surrounding popylation.

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Faio Alto anti-war fordes recently won a significant victory. After 
much. community pressure, the Palo ‘Alto City Council directed the City Attorne, 

- to orepare a report concertiing the legal possibilities of restricting and 
controlling industry in Palo Alto "with regard to the tangible and intangible 
effects on she community." Ware-related industry was specifically to 
he included in the study. be ale 

The issue was first raised by Palo Alto Venceremos at the Jan. 11 
Council meeting, under oral communications. Venceremos member Jim Shoch 
argued that "The economic landscape of the Midpeninsula is dominated by 
Stanford University and the interests of the men who run it--the Stanford 
Trustees. Noting that over 10% of all the Defense Department's research and 
development contracts are performed in the area between San Francisco and San 
Jose and that over $140 million in prime contracts was awarded by the DoD to 
Palo Alto firms in 1971, Jim concluded that "we don't feel the City of Palo 
Alto should continue to cooperate with the Stanford Trustees' schemes to 
further develop the city into a hub of U.S, imperialism. 

Venceremos proposed the following resolution:"The City Council of Palo 
Alto moves to instruct the city attorney to prepare a report regarding the 
possibilities of drafting city ordinances and/or employing city zoning laws 
to prohibit any corporation which receives funding from the United States 
Department of Defense from establishing new operations and/or facilities 
‘iin Falo Alto. 

Councilwoman Enid Pearson moved to make the issue a formal agenda item 
at the Jan.17 meeting. And at this meeting, three hundred community members 
turned out to support Mrs. Pearson's proposal, even broader than the original. 
Several local businessmen, including realtor Scott Carey of Superblocik fame, 
denounced the idea of controlling industry as an outright attack on "freedow 
and free enterprise." He suggested that the Council "get back to nusiness.” 
Rut when the dust had finally settled, the resolution passed-a vote of 5 to 4,

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PATU CREDIT UNION 


Many people have expressed interest in the past few months in establish- 

ine a people's bank or other such economic venture. The purpose of such a 
venture would be to provide an alternative to the banking/financial instity- 
¢<ions in this area, The most feasible possibility seems to be the creation o 
a community credit union. The credit union would operate much the same as 
normal credit unions ut in a large sense would be a quasi-money co-op 
serving the people of the community. Members of the credit union would be 
able to save and to take out loans and savings would be insured up to be, 

Instead of putting your money into banks like Bank of America and w 

-Kargo, where your money helps no’ one but the corporation, your money in the 
credit union is loaned only to its own members. The idea is to build up the 
economic vitality and self-sufficiency of the community. Loans must be 
approved by a credit committee selected by the credit union members. The 
money can be used for anything from buying a truck to helping a medical 
collective get started. The money is loaned at moderate interest rates whicn 
are kept low because of the small amount of overhead, 

The potential of a successful credit union is immense. People can begin 
to use their money creatively as well as having control over their money and 
how it is used. A community credit union can offer people a very definite, 
stable and legitimate alternative to the banking and financial institutions. 

Larry Tramutt (327-3845) has been collecting materials on credit unions 
and has been coordinating efforts to get a credit union established for the 
Tenant Union community.
